Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The Non-Statutory Obvious Double Patenting Rejection of 
Claims 2-7, 13-16 and 20 and the 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st Paragraph Rejection of Claims 2-6,13-16 and 20. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 7 remains rejected by 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph for the reasons given in the Final Rejection mailed on October 17th, 2007 (applicant only addressed the deficiencies of claim 2 
in the response). Claims 2-7, 13-16 and 20 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by von Bezold et al (US Patent 
4,029,091) for the reasons listed in the Final Rejection mailed on October 17th, 2007 as well as the following remarks. Applicant now 
contends that von Bezold et al does not disclose the lugs 14 capable of rotating with respect to the body of the plate. Repeatedly , von 
Bezold et al describes the elements as springs with resiliency and stiffness. Clearly, one could have a screw located within the bore of the 
lug while causing a rotation of the lug (and screw) relative to the plate like applicant's device when not engaged with bone and arguably 
when engaged as well to a small degree. 
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
